Dear Dr. Bock; 


While the matter is fresh in my mind, I want to call 
your attention to the remarkable work which is being done 
in this country in the study of the influence of diet on 
diabetes. I wonder if you realize that there are estimated 
to be in this country a half million diabetics and that 
the researches now along the line of the use of starch 
free vegetables have saved the lives of hundreds of men 
and women who would otherwise have long ago been dead. 


Dr. W. A. Orton, of this Bureau, has for several 
years been making a fight for his life through the use 
of starch free vegetables. He has maintained his own 
collection and has been experimenting with every kind of 
vegetable that we could give him. He has just called and 
has asked me if in your search through Siam and Burma and 
wherever you go you would not be good enough to get seeds 
of any green vegetable which is used by the people with 
whom you come in contact. What is particularly wanted is 
a green vegetable, first, which will thrive here in the 
summer time; second, very early spring vegetables; and, 
third, vegetables which can stand the process known as 
thrice cooking and still retain their flavor. By thrice 
cooking, I mean a vegetable which can be cooked and the 
water drained off, cooked again and drained again, and 
eooked a third time. This process eliminates the sugars 
and starches almost entirely in many vegetables and leaves the 
green chlorophyll and the fibres or cellulose material. 


While you will not have an opportunity, probably, 
to talk with many doctors in regard to this feature of 
the vegetables, you may find out in the Orient men who 
are keenly interested in this subject of diabetes, and, 
should you find them, you might be interested to give 
them the name of this book by Elliot P. Joslin, - 
A Diabetic Manual, published by Lee Fibeger, Philadelphia, 
1919. 




Trusting that you will be able to find something 
that will assist in giving these poor diabetics a variety 
in their vegetable diet, which is what they particularly

lay dear Doctor Fairchild: 


When Mr. J. F. Bock, your Agricultural Explorer, 
returns to china I should like very much to enlist his 
interest in the collection of certain Chinese vegetables, 
particularly species of Brassica and other plants used 
for salads and greens. These are desired in connection 
with our project on the production of vegetables for 
invalid diets. There are a number of such vegetables 
which we have reason to think have not yet been intro¬ 
duced, and of those which are available to seedsmen there 
may be improved forms still to be sought for. 

There are two general objects we have in mind 
in collecting these low carbohydrate vegetables. One is 
summer hardiness; that is, resistance to heat and drought 
for mid-summer culture in the southern states where there 
is at the present time a dearth of summer vegetables. For 
this purpose tropical and subtropical forms from the dryer 
regions of china should be sought for. The second aim 
is winter hardiness, for which we need plants that will 
stand hard freezing without losing their edible qualities. 
I hope that some of these may be secured by Mr. Bock.

Yours of the 14th inst. received and fully noted. Glad 
to note your cooperative trend. The tree, the heart of which is 
used as a leprosy cure, is the "red sandall?/ood” and is very 
scarce in most parts of Congo and is not plentiful anywhere. Tis 
locally known as Ugola wood, also as "Ukungu Mbwabri" or red wood. 
Being of a high quality timber it is much used in the native arts. 

Tis very vitrous and hence this used to dry up or heal all sur¬ 
face ulcers, sores, etc. 

by friction 

In preparation, it‘ispulverized A in which 2 pieces are 
rubbed together with a bit of sand used between to cut the fibres 
into a dust or powder. This is mixed with any sort of oil into 
a thin paste and applied in a thick coating and bound on the sore 
for several days at a time or until the sore is healed. I believe 
the extract would do the same work. Only a trial can tell. I 
note what you say on Chaulmoogra aoid. But am not certain of its 
presence in this timber. But believe that it is a safe prospect 
for a trial. 

I know of no way to get suitable samples except on a 
special trip of exploration as the Congo officials v/ould pay no 
attention to a call and the natives are in strong subjection to 
them and might send out a low grade of dead wood which would be 
of little value and all of their efforts would he very slight at 
best. 

An exploring expedition must be ready to go far inland 
with competent native aids to visit various parts for a possible 
good supply on the main Upper Congo, also the Mobangi, Kassai and 
too, such an explorer should he able to speak the native languages 
or will be greatly hampered in progress. 

I also believe that it may be possible that the polysander 
tree may supply Chaulmoogra extract also other trees. I will be 
glad to aid you or any of our good people in any way possible.

of the future forest trees of this country under which as Tagore 
would say ”children will play". 

You would have been shocked yester¬ 
day to see one of those forest fires which burns up all of the 
undergrowth in the pine lands of this part of Florida. It swept 
the ground clean on Chapman Field which we are planning to take 
over as a new and much larger station for the growing of trees 
in this subtropical region and since it was entirely unnecessary 
it hurt terribly. But never mind we will build a garden out 
of it yet with such plants as will grow well here. I know it z 
can be done because I have seen trees grow from potted plants 
here in my short lifetime and what has been done years ago can 
be done again. These forest fires wipe out the undergroeth 
about every year anyway and make the landscapes look terrible. 
When we get the place we will stop them and the vegetation will 
all come back® 

Whew but it is dry here. There has 
not been any rain to speak of since the first of January and 
even though the rock below the surface of the soil is always 
moist the trees are suffering terribly especially those which 
cannot stand the too high concentration of lime in the soil* 

This question of the adaptation cf 
plants to this limestone soil is so important that whenever 35 
you find anything which you think would grow here never fo.rg4 
to find out what its reaction to a limestone soil will fee* I 
dont mean that you should not get it unless it is a lime lovhg 
plant for we have many plants here which get along although tie y 
prefer an acid soil* I simply mean that lime loving plants 
other things being equal will do best here. 

Collins will be very much interested 
and so are we all in your discovery of that Aboriginal tripe 
01 pre Chinese, the MIAOS. How is it possible that- they 
got hold of Maize and where did they get it? You know ^ollins 
has always had a sneaking suspicion that Maize was grown in 
Asia before the discovery of America by Columbus. Who knows but 
these Miaos were the ones to bring itbinto Asia from America. 

I hope that you got a full assort¬ 
ment of the varieties of maize which they grow so that Collins 
can throw dome light on this interesting discovery through his 
experience with the waxy endosperm maize which we got from 
China a good many years ago* I think you had a talk with him 
about this matter didnt you? 

Regarding Taraktogenes you will be 
glad to hear the report that the few trees which I took to 
Panama last August have done well according to the report of 
Col. Fisher of the Ancon Hospital who stopped off here on his 
way up from Panama and purchased a small Avocado grove. 

The -^ 11 etin has not yet appeared 
though Power tells me he h as read the gaxley proof on" It 
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I imagine that moat of the varieties there of apples 
and pears will go down very quickly with blight, should 
we attempt to grow them here. You know Bacillus 
amylovorous has apparently never been introduced into 
Austria or has never found conditions there for its 
spread congenial. What we must work for in this 
country is blight resistance in our fruits. Our

tropical summers make these diseases much more virulent 
than they are in Europe, and this combined with our 
extensive plantations as compared with smaller plant¬ 
ings makes conditions for the spread of these diseases 
much more favorable than in Europe. At least, this is 
the way the situation has always appeared to me. I 
am taking up with our apple and pear specialists the 
question of the advisability of trying out any of these 
Austrian varieties. Many of them undoubtedly have been 
tested. Others it might be worth while to try out, 
although,so far as the pears are concerned, the fact 
that they are of the pyrus communis type will make it 
hard to get an audience for them, so to speak. The 

i 

first question that the pear grower in this country 
asks now is whether the pear is blight resistant. 

The Mostbirnen run into the prohibition propaganda,

By this time you are probably way up in the 
chestnut region of Yunnan. I do hope sincerely that 
you are going to be able to land here alive some of 
those wonderful chestnuts which are going to contribute 
their blood, so to speak, in the production of disease 
resistant chestnuts. I have just received a letter 
from Mr. Joe P. Wilson, of landon, Mississippi, saying 
that his single tree of Quereus cornea which we sent 
him several years ago is now a fair sized tree but has 
never fruited. I suppose he needs another tree beside 
it. However, the success of his tree indicates that in 
Mississippi, at least, these Quereus corneas are likely 
to succeed, and. Heaven knows, they need down in that 
region new plants that will yield something besides a 
mediocre quality of timber. 

Mr. Dorsett is back from the West, and Mr. Wilson 
Popenoe is in from the cordilleras of South America. 

Our catalogue of new plants is going oi.it, and we will 
soon be in the midst of the distribution season. i 
am sending you a copy of the catalogue to shorn' you what 
kind of material we are distributing.

As yet the material from Austria has not come 
in, although the books have arrived and I have them in

my hands. I should like very much indeed to get 
more familiar with that Austrian fruit culture, although 
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in Panama better than we have been able to heretofore. 

A beginning down there has scarcely been made, but by 
the time you get back here, over two years hence, 
something may be doing on the Zone. 

Your article in the Geographic has not yet 
appeared and your oulletin is not yet through the press. 
As soon as they do come in I will send you copies. 

Dr. Pittier, of Venezuela, sent a '"doctor of 
medicine by the name of Benchetrit with a letter of 
introduction to me. From here he went to Honolulu, 
and I gave him a letter of introduction to Dr. Lyon, 
and Dr. Lyon nas given him thirty plants of the different 
species producing chaulmoogric acid. He has taken these 
with him by way of panama to Venezuela. This will give 
the trees a chance in Venezuela. We are planning to 
give a few trees to several other South American 
countries and to establish a small plantation, if we 
can, on the lands of the United Fruit Company in Costa 
pica, where they have the equipment necessary to take

care of trees such as these for a long period of time. 

Of course, the big plantings will be in Hawaii, and 
evidently Dr. Lyon is getting on well with the trees 
which he has raised from seeds you brought in. He 
has a great many more, of course, than we have had here, 
and I presume they are in much better shape. I doubt 

very much whether Florida conditions are at all suitable 

for the growth of these trees.

Dear Friend Rock: 

Sitting before the open fire with little Nancy looking 
at the pictures I read your Geographic article on the hunt"” 
for the ohaulmoogra trees. It is a fine article full of 
real live interest and cannot fail to arouse a great interest 
in you and your work. 

I have met here in Coconut Grove Hiram Bingham who was 
born in Hawaii and who has just bought a place on Maui, and 
he knows„Dean and gives me just the same impression that you 
have about him. He is a trifle inclined I fear to want 
more credit than he deserves. Isn't it enough to have 
suggested the use of the esthers without claiming to have 
oeiginated or discovered them? I feel sure that your 
reference to Power as the discoverer of the esthers is the 
only ethical thing to have done, and you are the man to stand 
on that ground, even though Dean may not. It hurts nobody to 
give of your credit liberally and carefully. 

I got a funny letter from Dr. Heiser. He evidently is 
all mixed up in his mind with regard to the botany of the 
chaulmoogra oil producing species and when he says that Dean 
thinks the esthers can be synthesized, I am skeptical. Power 
is positive in his belief that it's entirelv too complicated 
a compound -to synthesizS; even if it could be synthesized, 
the expense would be prohitibitve. So I guess you'are safe on 
the chaulmoogra oil producing trees, at least, so far as your 
part goes. How long it will be before plantation chaulmoogra 
oil is on the market is another story. 

In. Simmonds' lath house I saw some of your oaks and 
chestnuts and a Bombax which you sent in. I want them on 
my place here in memory of you. I think we ha.ve found why his 
potted plants were so bad. The water he was using (best we 
could get them} was so full of lime and salt that it almost 
killed them. I doubt though if any plants which require an ac£L 
soil in which to grow will do well here where the soil has a 
hydrogen-ion concentration of from 1000 to 3000 alkalinity. We 
are new experimenting with Ecidified water. Covilie has found 
that in greenhouse work blueberries win grow in soil watered 
with alum^Ssf'well as they do in peat. 

I am heartbroken over the sudden death here in Miami of 
Dr. Walter Van Fleet, the distinguished plant breeder on whom 
we were depending to cross and hybridize the Yunan chestnuts with 
the American and other Asiatic species and perhaps even to get 
a. hybrid with Castanopsis. He was only 62. A committee of

Permits will not be issued to anyone for the importation of plants for per¬ 
sonal use, such as for the mere adornment of private estates. 

There* is, ho limitation under regulation 14 as to the number of permits 
for different plants or classes of plants which an individual may request, 
but, prior to the .issuance of the permits, the varieties applied for will 
all be passed upon by experts of the Bureau of Plant Industry of the Depart¬ 
ment, for the information oj: the Board both as to-necessity for the particu¬ 
lar importation and as to the quantity adequate for the purpose intended® 

Plants thus imported will be restricted to the. smallest plants as to size and 
age or to the portions of plants that can accomplish the purpose® 

The bond required by the Department of Agriculture in connection with - 
such special permits was found necessary to prevent t*ha Immediate .sale by 
some importers of .plants obtained for propagation under such permits. It is 
tne type oi bond long used m the Customs Service for similar jjurposes and 
has not proved a serious bar to plant importations. It Is not required of 
botanic gardens, State experiment stations, .agricul tupa-l colleges, and other 
similar public institutions. Such bond may be either issued by an approved 
sureties company or it may be certified by personal bondsmen acceptable* to
